U. S.-CANADIAN NEGOTIATIONS ON POTATO TARIFFS 

The United States and Canada have concluded negotiations with respect to their 
trade agreement concessions on potatoes. As a result of the renegotiations, Canada intends 
to include in Schedule V to the General Agreement a modified concession providing a 
year-round duty of 37% cents per hundred pounds of all imported potatoes, with the 
exception that new potatoes will be granted continued free entry during the period 
January 1 to June 14, inclusive. This concession replaces one which provided duty-free 
treatment for all imports of potatoes except for the period June 15 to July 31, inclusive, 
when the rate of duty was 37% cents per hundred pounds. 

The United States, as a result of the renegotiations, will medify its concession on 
potatoes in Part I of Schedule XX to the General Agreement, which were initially 
negotiated with Canada. Under the trade agreements legislation such modification in 
United States duties are given effect through Presidential proclamation which it is 
anticipated will be issued in the near future. 

The United States will decrease the existing 2.5 million bushel tariff quota for seed

WORLD TRADE 
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What Policy 
IMPORTS? 


By MORRIS S. ROSENTHAL

VEN before the end of World War II there was a growing awareness of our 
need to work with the peoples of other countries to a greater extent than 


ever before if we were to have any hope of rebuilding a war shattered 
world and of thereafter achieving worldwide political stability and economic 
progress which are two of the foundation stones for any lasting peace. Many 


came to this conclusion reluctantly, and some are still unwilling 
Sut most of us know that whether we like

to accept the 


it or not we can no longer live in self-complacency and self-sufficiency. We can 


no longer ignore what goes on in 
countries; we must live as a part of a 
family of nations. And even though we 
may not like many of our relatives, we 
must still learn to live with them and get 
along with them. 

We have always had so much wealth 
within the United States—our economy 
being continental of itself—that the last 
part of the Nineteenth Century and the 
first part of this century were devoted 
profitably and pleasant!y to the develop- 
ment of industry and agriculture within 
our own borders. As a people we knew 
little about other countries and we didn’t 
‘are much either. World War I was the 
first shock to our complacency. Within a 
few years after its end we resumed our 
self-centeredness and did not pay much 
attention to what was going on elsewhere 
or to the wisdom of active participation 
in world affairs. We were generous to 
others when they were. in trouble but, in 
the main, we believed largely that each 
nation should paddle its own canoe. 

World War II was another shock to our 
complacency and lethargy. We began to 
realize somewhat unwillingly and hesitat- 
ingly that nations needed to work together 
in attaining certain common objectives 
beneficial to their citizens. We began t» 
realize that welfare and progress at home 
could be impeded or hurt by what hap- 
pened in other parts of the world. Also, 
we came to feel that if wars broke out 
elsewhere we would be seriously affected 
by them and probably could not stay out 
of them. These concepts were somewhat 
new to many, and it was perhaps be 
so much at- 


cause of their newness that 


other 


tention has been given by businessmen 
and their organizations, by farmers and 
their organizations and by workers and 
their trade unions to what a sound Ameri- 
can foreign policy should be. 

Before discussing import problems, I 
would like to outline very briefly some 
of the basic facets of American foreign 
policy. For, after all, a policy on imports 
is but a single element in the over-all and 
must, therefore, be considered and formu- 
lated in the light of its contribution to 
the over-all foreign policy as well as its 
relationship to a sound domestic economic 
policy. Our basic objective is a world of 
peace. This is difficult to accomplish be- 
cause of the ideological and power politics 
conflict between the Communist forces and 
the democracies. Also, there is the so- 
called uncommitted group of nations— 
consisting of former colonial possessions 
that obtained their political independence 
in the last few years and of countries 
nominally independent but actually domi; 
nated by the great powers. They are now 
struggling for economic betterment. We 
worry about them partly because we don’t 
want them to fall within the Communist 
orbit and partly because of our genuine 
belief that they can do more for their 
own peoples if they develop politically 
and economically along democratic lines 
than along dictatorship lines. 

There are three basic parts of Ameri- 
can foreign policy. Our political relations 
with others, our military alliances with 
others and our economic relationships 
with others. Without in any way mini- 
mizing the importance of political rela- 
tions and military alliances, I would ven- 
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| ture the opinion that success in these 
will depend upon our economic relations 
with both our allies and the uncommitted 
| nations. I think we have seen sufficient 
change over the years to recognize the 
| growing force of the desire and deter- 
mination of all peoples to have better 
living. Just as I do not think that we 
in the United States could take another 
1931-32 depression, I do not think that 
the democracies of Western Europe can 
survive as such if their economies col- 
lapse, and I further do not think that the 
lesser well-off, including the under-devel- 
oped countries, will be able to develop in 
| democratic ways unless their standards of 
‘living rise. Also, I doubt very much if 
we in the United States can maintain 
our high standard, and have it grow fur- 
ther, if the rest of the world is wobbling 
politically or is in want. This places much 
emphasis on the need for international 
economic cooperation and our sharing in it. 

These are three basic factors in our 
foreign economic policy: trade with 
others, that is the exchange of goods and 
services with them; investment that we 
make abroad in industry and agriculture; 
economic and military aid through gifts 
or loans to our allies for maintaining 
adequate military strength without too 
great a strain on their domestic econ- 
omies as well as economic aid to the 
under-developed areas. 

Of these three, trade is in a way the de- 
termining one. In saying this, I am not 
belittling the importance of aid or of 
private investment. Both are vital and 
both make an important contribution to 
our international objectives. As to aid, 
no one enjoys being lastingly the bene- 
ficiary of another’s bounty. All would 
much prefer to be completely self-sup- 
porting. And we, too, do not wish for- 
| ever to have to give so much. Investment 
abroad presents another problem. Every- 
one would like to see more and more 
American companies invest profitably part 
of their surpluses in productive facilities 
elsewhere, provided that these productive 
facilities will bring some return to their 
stockholders at home. But there can be 
no dividends paid in dollars and there 
can be no amortization of investment un- 
less the countries in which the productive 
facilities are located have the dollars. 
He who invests abroad should bear this 
simple fact in mind constantly—he can- 
not get his dollars back if the dollars 
don’t exist. 

This brings me to the subject of trade. 
Everyone knows that exports are impor- 
tant to American industry and agricul- 
ture. Last year our total commercial ex- 
ports were slightly over $17 billion. While 
this was less than 5% of our gross na- 
tional product of $412 billion, exports in 
/some industries run from 15% to 30% 


| or more of total domestic production and,

about a national policy of encouraging 
exports. 

The controversy has always been over 
a national policy on imports. The first 
Tariff Act was passed in 1789 when the 
young republic feared that the dislike of 
the monarchies of Europe for us might 
cause them to cut us off from supplies of 
manufactured goods, which we _ then 
needed badly. From that time until 1934 
protectionism grew with occasional short 
periods of slight tariff reductions. In 
1934 the Reciprocal Trade Agreements 
Act was passed. Its motive was not to 
stimulate imports for the sake of added 
imports. Instead, it stated in its pream- 
ble that we would make tariff concessions 
to others in return for concessions from 
them which would stimulate our exports 
and, therefore, benefit our manufactur- 
ers and our farmers, and help our work- 
ers obtain more jobs. Since that time the 
Trade Ayreements Act has been extended, 
although in its present form it is far more 
limiting than when first passed. 

Today we are seemingly at the cross- 
roads. Although the Act runs until 1958, 
protectionist pressures have been mount- 
ing. More and more applications are be- 
ing made for withdrawal of concessions 
under Escape Clause procedures, and 
there are also demands for a quota sys- 
tem to be superimposed upon tariffs. Pro- 
tectionists are also fighting to keep the 
United States out of the ReBree | Or- 
ganization for Trade Cooperation, the 
OTC, and advance arguments that bear 
no resemblance to fact. Therefore, when 
talking on a highly controversial sub- 
ject, it is both wise and essential to have 
as objective an analysis and evaluation 
of the facts as is possible. 


Exporters want to be paid in United 
States dollars.

services supplemented by loans or grants, 
or by investments. We don’t want to 
give indefinitely and we cannot lend or 
invest without repayment in dollars at 
some time. Dollars for the payment of 
goods, for services, for dividends on in- 
vestments, and for amortization will be- 
come available only when goods are ex- 
ported. I am always embarrassed when 
repeating this simple economic fact to 
businessmen experienced in world affairs. 
But reiteration seems necessary because 
of the ostrich-like who would like us to 
cut down on imports while maintaining 
exports. Tourism and services help some, 
but if it were not for gifts, military aid, 
loans and investments, we would probably 
not have done over $17 billion in commer- 
cial exports last year with imports run- 
ning at about $13 billion. If we limit im- 
ports, exports will shrink. If we don’t 
import, our investors won’t get their 
money back. 


2 Protectionists contend that lower 
wages abroad create competitive con- 
ditions which American manufacturers 
cannot successfully meet. To some extent 
that is probably true. But money wages 
are, however, not the only factor in de- 
termining labor costs. Productivity is 
fully as important, if not more so, and I 
am sure that I do not need to dwell on 
American skills in mass production and 
our high level of output per manhour. 
Also, if low wages in other countries hurt 
American manufacturers as much as it is 
alleged, how is it that we did such a large 
export business last year in which the 
volume was greater than in 1955, but 
in which competition was also supposed 
to be more active? American industry 
has shown that it can compete success- 
fully in many products in many mar- 
kets against exporters from whom some 
want added protection. Some industries 
which shout most loudly against liberal- 
ized trade are among the leaders in vol- 
ume of exports. Furthermore, during 
the years of operation of the Trade 
Agreements Act the American economy

has grown and American industry has 
prospered. Many that have consistently 
opposed a more liberal import policy have 
increased their sales and profits while 
still complaining about foreign competi- 
tion. Their pleas for added protection in 
the light of their earnings records do 
not make sense. Their fear of the future 
is unworthy of their own abilities or of 
the American enterprise system. Their 
optimism in reports to their shareholders 
doesn’t jibe with their pessimism before 
committees of the Congress when they 
attack the Trade Agreements Program. 


6) The protectionists also base their 
©) claims on our need for national se- 
curity and therefore an adequate defense 
program. In the troubled world in which 
we live every thoughtful citizen knows 
that our armed forces must be main- 
tained, and that the strength of the Amer- 
ican economy is in itself a bulwark in the 
defense of the free world. But, considera- 
tions of national defense should mean 
just that and should not be stretched to 
cover everything to which they might re- 
motely apply or to situations beyond 
proper limits. 

Then, too, a direct subsidy to such com- 
panies or industries is probably more effi- 
cient and less costly than penalizing the 
entire American consuming public with 
high tariff rates, quotas or embargoes. 


Year after year, an analysis of our im- 

port trade by economic classes shows 
a remarkably consistent pattern. About 
80% or more of our imports are usually 
raw, crude, and semi-processed materials 
used by industry, or foodstuffs many of 
which do not grow at all. Some 15% to 
20% usually are goods classified as fin- 
ished manufactures, but these include 
some products that are further processed 
in the United States. I would estimate 
that about 15% can properly be classified 
as finished manufactured goods imported 
for sale to the consuming public. The 


latter is important for two reasons:

HUNGARY—GIFT PARCEL REGULATIONS—The following regulations governing 
wift parcels addressed to Hungary 

Parcels must contain only articles for the personal use of the addressee or members 
of his family. Gift parcels other than used clothing and prescribed medicines are subject 
to customs duty which must be paid by the addressees. 

Preserved food in tin cans or other hermetically sealed containers must not be sent 
in gift parcels. To facilitate the customs treatment of gift parcels in Hungary, two com- 
plete and detailed lists of the contents should be enclosed in each parcel. The lists should 
be written in the Hungarian language if possible. Contents of gift parcels are limited

Canndian-U. 8S. Trade Sets Record—U. S. trade with Canada set new high records in 
1956 l Ss. exports, including reexports, amounted to $4,141 million (jeneral imports 
totaled $2,893 million, as compared with $3,404 million for exports and $2,653 million for 
imports in 1955 

The large 22-percent increase in U. 8S exports was the notable feature of the trade. 
The %-percent rise in imports, although large by ordinary standards, was comparatively 
much less The disparate development in the two branches of the trade widened the 
normally large excess of U. 8. exports to about $1,248 million, also a new high figure. 

The outlook is for some further increase in trade between Canada and the United 

1957. The Canadian economy continues in a relatively buoyant position, although 
are indications of consolidations and readjustments growing out of the rising cost

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WHAT POLICY ON IMPORTS ?—Continued from page 380 


> Europe does not have raw materials 
to any extent with which to supply us. 
And the exports of our allies to us which 
furnish so much of their economic 
strength and which generate the dollars 
to pay for our goods, consist largely of 
finished consumer goods on which many, 
if not most, tariff rates are high. 


> In terms of gross national product, per- 
sonal income, and physical production of 
goods, imports of from 1% to 2 billions of 
dollars of finished manufactured goods 
are less than 1% of any of these three 
over-all basic economic figures. I doubt 
if anyone can correctly contend that we 
are being ruined by a flood of imports. 
A substantial increase of such imports 
can be digested by the over-all American 
economy despite the increased competi- 
tion to which some American business 
would be subjected. 


Then too, greater imports at lower 
prices would enable the consumer to 
spread his purchasing power among more 
kinds of goods. To be able to buy some of 
his needs abroad at lower prices would 
mean that the individual buyer could af- 
ford still other goods of domestic manu- 
facture that he cannot now buy, and in 
this way stimulate some of our American 
industries and agriculture. This also helps 
in the fight to curb inflation. 

When we consider the formulation of 
an international trade policy, we should 
not ignore recent developments in organ- 
izing a European common market and 
free trade area. This market will contain 
a population of about 275 million people. 
Aside from its size, which is in itself an 
important outlet for goods, the economic 
strength of such a union will contribute 
to a substantial rise in standards of liv- 
ing which may well be on a scale that 
approach or equal our own. It will be a 
large and important market for American 
exporters and should bring us even more 
business than we have had from these 
countries in the past. If we restrict our 
imports from them further in response to 
the rising clamor of the protectionists, 
the common market will give them the 
strength to set themselves up against us 
and to impose heavy import barriers 
against our goods. Officially, our Govern- 
ment has welcomed the steps taken for 
the establishment of this common market. 
We think it will be helpful politically, we 
think it will strengthen the military de- 
fenses of its members, and we think that 
it will contribute substantially to expand- 
ing world trade. We should not so act as 
to vitiate the good that we expect from 
the European common market. 

From having been active in the debate 
over American foreign economic policy, 
I think that there still needs to be re- 
solved the basic problem as to whether or 


not the United States should attempt to 
manufacture, mine and grow everything 
that it consumes within the limits of avail- 
able natural resources and manufacturing 
facilities. Is this concept best for our 
over-all national economic welfare? Is 
there an inherent right to tariff protec- 
tion or should tariff protection, or the 
protection given by any other import bar- 
rier, be based on the over-all national 
interest and welfare? 

Does any manufacturer have an inher- 
ent right to tariff protection against im- 
ports even though the goods can be pro- 
duced more cheaply and in some cases of 
better quality and of different style? Or, 
should we adopt as a matter of national 
policy selective protection for industries 
that are genuinely essential for our na- 
tional economic welfare or for national 
security, and recognize that there may 
be some for whom protection cannot be 
so classified and who, therefore, might 
have to change their type of business 
because they cannot successfully compete 
with imports from abroad. 

Protectionists through their small but 
vocal and effective pressure groups press 
hard for their individual interests. But, 
in my judgment, it is not in the national 
interest to adopt a policy of full protec- 
tion to all companies, to all industries and 
to all segments of agriculture regardless 
of considerations of national prosperity 
and progress. Instead, an import policy 
should be based on the national interest, 
the national economic welfare. In gen- 
eral business terms, this means the great- 
est amount of capital invested in indus- 
try and agriculture and the greatest num- 
ber of workers with jobs in offices, in fac- 
tories and on farms. Free trade is not 
now possible in the complex world in 
which we live. Tariffs are undoubtedly 
valid in some cases. But we should always 
remember that a tariff is a subsidy to 
some at the expense of others. It may be 
an indirect subsidy, but still it is a sub- 
sidy, and, like all other subsidies, it should 
be used wisely and sparingly and only to 
the extent vitally needed. 

If through lower tariffs, others can buy 
more from us so that we can sell more to 
them with a resultant greater exchange 
of goods, our country as a whole will 
benefit and prosper. More capital will be 
invested and more people will have jobs 
even though some industries or some com- 
panies are compelled to change their pro- 
duction, and even though some workers 
must change jobs and the kind of work 
they are doing. This has been true as a 
result of the many and substantial tech- 
nological changes that have come about 
in American life over the years and no 
one would say that such progress should 
have been limited or retarded. Industries

I'nited States general imports in January were valued at $1,118.5 million, an increase 
of about 6% over the December total of $1,051.3 million and about 4% over the January 
1956 total of $1,073.33 million. The January 1957 total for general imports represents a 
new record high, exceeding by $3.0 million the previous record total of $1,115.5 million 
reported for general imports during October 1956.—FT 900—El. 

January exports were valued at $1,674.9 million, a decrease of 16% from the Decem- 
ber 1956 record total of $1,993.1 million but about 30 percent more than the total of $1,283.5 
million reported for January 1956. These figures include M.S.P. (military) shipments. With 
M.S.P. exports excluded, January exports totalled $1,587.8 million, 16 percent less than the 
lDbecember 1956 total of $1,889.9 million but 13 percent above the January 1956 total of 
$1,201.5 million

As a program to implement a liberal 
import policy—it isn’t radical, it isn’t 
new, it isn’t complicated. 

Firat: Congress should quickly author- 
ize United States membership in OTC- 
Organization for Trade Cooperation. As 
the permanent secretariat for the Gen- 
eral Agreement on Tariffs and Trade, 
the OTC would have three functions: (1) 
Continue to be the coordinating factor for 
multi-lateral trade negotiations; (2) re- 
ceive complaints of discrimination in trade 
matters and assist in composing such dif- 
ferences; (3) make continued studies of 
international] trade and make recommen- 
dations to member governments for im- 
proving trade. Because there has been so 
much misinformation about OTC I would 
like to stress three points to reassure the 
fearful: 


> Our delegates to OTC could do nothing 
to bind us that was not within their au- 
thority as specifically given by Act of 
Congress. No loss of sovereignity by un- 
authorized Executive conduct is possible. 
» No recommendation by OTC is binding 
on any member Government. Each gov- 
ernment would accept or reject for itself. 
> Withdrawal from OTC is provided in 
its charter. 


On the positive side, GATT has done 
much good as a temporary agency. Its 
work should be continued permanently. 
Creation of the OTC will accomplish this 
through setting up an enduring interna- 
tional agency to administer the GATT. 
This will put the GATT agreements on 
the same basis as the work done by the 
International Bank, the International 
Monetary Fund and other international 
economic agencies that have been oper- 
ating for some years. And, in addition to 
being the agency for convening tariff ne- 
gotiations, | would reminder the reader 
that the GATT has helped adjust many 
complaints of many countries about al- 
leged discriminatory trade practices. Our 
exporters have been helped by GATT in 
the removal or lessening of import bar- 
riers by a number of customer countries, 
among them Belgium, France, Brazil and 
West Germany. 

Second; The Buy American Act should 
be repealed and states and municipalities 
should not discriminate against imports 
in their buying. The Act is uneconomic 
and is bad psychologically. At a time when 
we would cultivate good will it is surely 
inconsistent and, therefore, unwise to have 
such narrow nationalistic legislation on 


our books.

Third: The Antidumping Act should be 
completely overhauled. It should protect 
against occasional serious injury result- 
ing from deliberate or predatory dump- 
ing, but it should not be available to the 
protectionists as a further general import 
barrier. 

Fourth: The concept of imposing quotas 
or embargoes either through legislative 
action or through delegation of authority 
to the President as a new system of added 
import barriers should be vigorously and 


definitely rejected. Nine bills have al- 
ready been introduced into the House to 
set up quota systems. Quotas imposed 


either by government fiat or by voluntary 
agreement are stifling. They are contrary 
to the principles and spirit of a competi- 
tive enterprise system. Quotas constitute 
regimentation in the extreme, and while 
a limited few domestic producers may 
benefit from them, they will establish a 
dangerous precedent in our economic sys- 
tem. Businessmen should be extremely 
wary of them and have none of them. 
To the extent that protection is needed, 
the tariff is probably the fairest and most 
effective means. 

Fifth: The Trade Agreements should 
be extended when it terminates in 1958, 
and the amendments that now cripple it 
should be eliminated. The peril point pro- 
vision is one which is not only unneces- 
sary, but sets up the Tariff Commission 
against the President and the other ex- 
ecutive departments that have to do with 
this program. This is unsound adminis- 
tratively as every businessman knows. 

The escape clause should be rewritten. 
It is now drawn so that any American 
industry or segment thereof, or even one 
company, may ask for the withdrawal of 
a concession on tenuous grounds and keep 
on asking if the first request has been 
denied by the Tariff Commission. The 
clause is so loosely drawn as to maintain 
the protectionist principle in the extreme. 
We recognize the need for an escape 
clause, but it should be confined to actual! 
emergency cases, previously unforeseen, 
when a domestic industry needs tempo- 
rary protection to make major adjust- 
ments to avoid serious loss of capital and 
a sharp increase in unemployment. If it 
is invoked, action should be limited to an 
increase in duty not greater than the 
preconcession rate, and this increase 
should be limited in time to enable capi- 
tal and labor to make the necessary ad- 
justments into production that would be 
competitive. 

Also, without minimizing the impor- 
tance of further tariff reductions and of 
further efforts to eliminate quantitative 
restrictions, | would stress the vital im-

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TUNA FISH—TARIFF-RATE QUOTA 


Treasury Decision 54299 sets forth the estimated quantity of tuna fish which may be 
entered for consumption or withdrawn from warehouse for consumption during the 
calendar year 1957 at the rate of 12% per centum ad valorem under paragraph 715 (b), 
Tariff Act of 1930, as modified 

On the basis of final data furnished by the United State Fish and Wildlife Service 
on the United States pack of canned tuna during the calendar year 1956, it has been 
determined that 44,528,533 pounds of tuna may be entered, or withdrawn, for consump- 
tion during the calendar year 1957 at the rate of 12% per centum ad valorem under para- 
«raph 718 (b) of the tariff act, as modified. Quota-class tuna entered, or withdrawn, for 
consumption during the year in excess of this quantity will be dutiable at the full rate 
of 25 per centum ad valorem under paragraph 718 (b). (T.D. 642331.)

CLASSIFICATION 

Latch needies, unfinished..following the principle of T. D. 49425 (73 Treas. Dee 
259) and C. D. 492 (6 Cust. Ct. 340), unfinished latch needles are classifiable under the 
eo nomine provision for latch needles in paragraph 343, Tariff Act of 1930, as modified, 
with duty at the rate of $1 per thousand plus 30 percent ad valorem, rather than under 
the provision for articles of metal, not specially provided for, in paragraph 397, Tariff 
Act of 1930, with duty at the rate of 21 percent ad valorem 

Inasmuch as this decision results in the assessment of duty at a rate higher than 
that which has heretofore been assessed under an established and uniform practice, it 
shall be applied only with respect to such or similar merchandise entered, or withdrawn 
from warehouse, for consumption after 90 days after Feb. 28, 1967. Bureau letters to 
collector of customs, St. Albans, Vermont, dated May 23, 1956, and February 14, 1957. 
(424.44.) (TD. 54311.) 

Bicycles, complete without accessories, and accompanying articles..-A bicycle “com- 
plete without accessories,” within the meaning of paragraph 371, Tariff Act of 1930, as 
modified, consists of not more than the following 

The mud guards and chain guards The frame and fork—The handle bar and handle 
bar grips—The sprocket, chain, cranks and pedals—The front and rear wheels, including 
the rims, hubs, axles, and spokes—The tires and tubes—The brakes, hand or foot—Dynamo 
mechanisms incorporated in hubs—-An assembly consisting of a dynamo mechanism incor- 
porated in the wheel hub, and the related lamp, brackets, and wiring—Gear shift mechan- 
isms—The saddle or seat and seat post—All fittings, bearings, nuts, bolts, washers, and 
other articles essential to the assembly of the foregoing, 

The following articles, whether attached at the time of importation or imported in 
the same shipment for subsequent attachment in the assembly of the bicycle, are com- 
prised within the bicycle entirety although they are not included in determining the 
welght of the bicycle “complete without accessories” 

Lamps and lighting sets (other than lamps and lighting sets forming a part of an 
assembly including a dynamo mechanism incorporated in the wheel hub referred to above) 
and reflectors—Bells and horns—Tool kits and the included tools—Pumps—Luggage 
carriers—Mirrors, cyclometers and speedometers—kickstands or other stands—Tanks 
Mud flaps—Toe clips 

Such articles are classifiable ae components of the imported bicycle entirety and are 
subject to the rate applicable to the bicycles “complete without accessories” with which 
they are Imported attached or unattached, provided it is established to the satisfaction 
of the customs officers at the ports of entry that the articles are to be sold at retail as 
components of the bicycle entirety and are not to be sold or distributed separately. 

In any case in which this ruling will result in the assessment of a higher rate of 
duty than has been assessed heretofore under an established and uniform practice, it 
shall only be applied to such or similar merchandise entered, or withdrawn from ware- 
house, for consumption after 90 days after March 7, 1967. Bureau letter to the collector of 
New York, New York, dated February 28, 1957 (433.7.) (TD. 54816.)

5 machines are classifiable under the provision for embroidery machines in paragraph 

Tariff Act of 1930, as modified, with duty at the rate of 15 percent ad valorem, rather 
than under the provision for sewing machines, not specially provided for, in the same 
paragraph with duty at the rate of 10 percent ad valorem. As this decision results in 
the assessment of duty at a rate of duty higher than that which has heretofore been 
assessed under an established and uniform practice, it shall be applied only to such mer- 
chandise entered or withdrawn from warehouse, for consumption after 90 days after March

On August 13, 1956, pursuant to the provisions of section 516 (b), Tariff Act of 1930, 
amended, Mr. Lioyd Marihugh, Jr Woodinville, Washington, a domestic producer of 
silica was advised by the Bureau of Customs that it was the practice of the Customs 
Service to classify silica (quartz), mined, crushed, and screened to specific size limits 
make it useful and useable in electric furnaces for the production of ferresilicon and 
silicon metal as being no longer crude and entitled to free entry under paragraph 1775 
Tariff Act of 1930, as silica, not crude, not specially provided for 
In a complaint dated December 24, 1956, the domestic producer referred to has taken 
exception to the practice above set forth, and contends that the processing to which this 
llica has been subjected is not sufficient to remove it from the category of crude silica 
and that therefore it is properly classifiable under paragraph 207, Tariff Act of 1930, as 
modified, as silica, crude, not specially provided for, with duty at the rate of $1.75 per ton 
The merchandise under consideration is silica which has been mined, crushed, and 
creened to specific size limit { inches maximum and % inch minimum, these being the 
limit which make " material useful and useable in electric furnaces for the produc 
ferrosilicon and silicon metal. The question is whether this particular processing 
out of the provision for erude silica, not specially provided for, in 


have held that the term “crude,” as used in tariff legislation, is a relative 

meaning dependent upon its use in context For example, with respect to 

it has been held that the reduction in size of a crude mineral does not remove 

from a crude tate when the purpose of the reduction is the removal of 

impurities or undesired elements (Hampton, Jr. and Co, v. United States (1915), 6 Ct. 

Cust. App. 292, T. DD. 35926) or the facilitation of transportation of the mineral (Lacka- 

wanna Steel Co. vo United States, (1920) 10 Ct. Cust. App. 93, T. DD 38359) However, 

when the reduction in size fit the merchandise for a specific use, the merchandise is no 

jonger crude (Amertenn Smelting A Hefining Co. v. United States (1946) 16 Cust. Ct 121 

Cc. D. 997) In this case it appears that the reduction in size is not primarily for the 

purpose of removing impurities or undesired elements or to facilitate transportation, but 

rather to fit the material for its use in metallurgical processes It further appears that 

sillen crushed and creened to i size i used almost exclusively for metallurgical 

purposes 

In view of the foregoing, the Bureau approves the practice of classifying this silica 

mined, crushed, and screened to specific size limits under the provision in paragraph 1775 
for silica, not specially provided for, free of duty

CUSTOMS CLEARANCE OF COAL, COKE, ETC., SUBJECT TO 
INTERNAL REVENUE CODE 
At the beginning of each year the precise taxable status of coal, coke made from 
eoal, and coal or coke briquettes imported during that calendar year is not definitely 
known until information regarding the balance: of trade between the United States and 
the various foreign countries is obtained for purposes of sections 4531 and 4532, Internal 
IKkevenue Code of 1954. Usually the information is not available until the end of March 


It is evident that customs officers are uncertain as to how they shall process such 
entries filed during the interim. 

The Bureau records show that the likelihood of the imposition of the tax on such 
products from Canada is very remote 

In the circumetanes upon compliance with the regulations, collectors of custom 
hould release importations of such Canadian merchandise without requiring the deposit 
of an estimated tax of 10 cents per hundred pound Liquidation of the entries should 
be withheld pending a final determination of the taxable status of the merchandise 
which is published in the weekly Treasury decisions. (C/L, 2078.)

REGULATIONS APPLICABLE TO IMPORTED MANUFACTURED 
TOBACCO, CIGARS, AND CIGARETTES 


It has been called to the attention of the Bureau that in a few instances, largely in 
connection with mail shipments, customs offices have been rejecting shipments of cigars 
or cigarettes which meet the current requirements of the regulations of the Internal 
Revenue Service of which customs offices were advised by Bureau of Customs Circular 
Letter No. 2929 of October 26, 1955 

Customs personnel are, therefore, hereby instructed to review circular letter No 
2929 and to refer to Parts 270 and 275 of title 26, Code of Federa: Regulations, whenever 
any question arises in connection with importations of cigars, cigarettes, and manufac- 
tured tobacco. It is anticipated that revised Customs Regulations will be issued soon, 
but until such time, as stated in Circular Letter No. 2929, collectors of customs shall 
accept compliance with applicable Internal Revenue Regulations where provisions of such 
regulations are in conflict with existing (ge of the Customs Regulations applicable 
to importations of such merchandise.

The examination of a % x 10 inch angle wrench alleged to have been imported into 
the United States by the Berenson Hardware Co., Portland, Oregon, discloses that the 
name of the country of origin appearing on the wrench is not as legible and conspicuous 
as required ty section 364 of this act, as amended 

An examination of pliers imported into the United States from Japan discloses that 
the pliers are properly marked with the name of the country of origin However, the 
container in which the pliers are individually packaged is printed with words including 
“IT. S.A. Reg. Trade Mark” and is not marked with the name of the country of origin 
of the pliers. The failure to mark the name of the country of origin in close proximity 
to “U.S.A. Ree. Trade Mark” constitutes a violation of section 42, Trade Mark Act of 
1946 inasmuch as the purchaser is apt to be confused as to the name of the country of 
origin 

Any such importations so marked shall not be released for consumption until ade- 
quately marked.

potatoes by 600,000 bushels and the existing 1 million bushel tariff quota for table stock 
potatoes by 400,000 bushels. The most favored-nation rate will remain 37% cents per 
106 pounds for imports within the new tariff quotas of 1.9 million bushels for seed potatoes 
and 600,000 bushels for table stock potatoes. There will be no change in the existing 
escalator clause which provides that the tariff quota in any year for table stock potatoes 
is increased by the amount that estimated United States production is less than 4350 
million bushels 


TRADE AGREEMENT NEGOTIATIONS 


The Interdepartmental Committee on Trade Agreements issued an official notice on 
March 18, 1957, that the United States intends to enter into limited trade agreement 
negotiations with certain contracting parties to the General Agreement on Tariffs and 
Trade. 

The purpose of these negotiations is to compensate the United Kingdom and HKeigitum 
for the increase in the duty on Linen Toweling from 10% to 40% ad valorem which was 
put into effect on July 26, 1956, as a result of an escape clause investigation. 

In preparation for these negotiations, the Committee for Reciprocity Information held 
public hearings on April 24, 1957 

On April 24, 1957, the Tariff Commission also opened ublic hearings to determine 
the “Peril Point” of the items which will be considered at these negotiations for possible 
tariff modification 

Under the Trade Agreements Extension Act of 1955, the duty on the articles under 
consideration may now be reduced 10% below the rate prevailin on January 1, 1965. 
Such a reduction, however, must be put into effect in two annual Tastatimente.

the Court, operate as a stay of the order of the Secretary. 

“(c) Notwithstanding any other provision of this section any person duly registered 

with the Federal Maritime Board on the date of enactment of this section and who on 
such date is an independent foreign freight forwarder shall be granted a license under 
this section by the Secretary and in the case of a corporation, association, or partner- 
ship shall not be subject to the third and fourth sentences of subsection (a) of this section. 

“(d) The Secretary shall prescribe such rules and regulations as he may deem neces- 
sary to carry out the provisions of this section, including rules and regulations requiring 
the keeping of books, accounts, and records by licensed independent foreign freight 
forwarders, and the inspection thereof, and of their papers, documents, and correspondence 
by and the furnishing by them of information relating to their business to any duly 
accredited agent of the United States 

“(e) No person licensed as an independent foreign freight forwarder under this 
section shall be subject to regulation under any other section of this Act. 

“(f) Any common carrier by water is authorized to compensate an independent 
foreign freight forwarder for any service rendered by the forwarder and considered by 
the carrier to be of benefit to it. Common carriers by water are prohibited from Iinter- 
fering by concerted action with the managerial discretion of any individual common 
carrier by water in making such compensation 

“(g) As used in this section the term— 

“(1) ‘Independent foreign freight forwarder’ means an independent foreign freight 
forwarder is any person engaged in the business of dispatching shipments on behalf 
of other persons, for a consideration, by ocean-going vessels in commerce from the 
United States, its Territories or possessions to foreign countries, or between the 
United States and its Territories or possessions, or between such Territories and 
possessions; and of handling the formalities incident to such shipments; but who 
is not a shipper or consignee or a seller or purchaser or common carrier by water 
of such shipments, nor has any beneficial interest therein, nor directly or indirectly 
controls or is controlled by the shipper or consignee, common carrier by water, or 
by any person having a beneficial interest in such shipments. 

“(2) ‘Person’ includes individuals, corporations, associations, and partnerships.”

portance to producers and traders of con- 
fidence in the consistency and perma- 
nence of political action in the field of in- 
ternational commercial policy. Producers 
are stimulated to increase their sales ef- 
forts when they feel a measure of secur- 
ity that the new and expanded markets 
will not be summarily shut off by politi- 
cal action of the importing countries. The 
constant threat of a sudden increase in 
tariffs or the imposition overnight of new 
ates and embargoes constitutes a great 

eterrent to exporters of all countries in 
expanding their sales efforts. A new es- 
cape clause should be based on the na- 
tional interest and security. 

Over the years during which the trade 
agreements program has been in effect 
no President has acted carelessly or has 
even exercised full authority on all prod- 
ucts. Many rates have been maintained. 
Some have been reduced to the authorized 
limit, but many more have been reduced 
only partially in varying degree, but not 
to the full limit. Furthermore, some con- 
cessions have been withdrawn. The au- 
thority delegated by the Congress to the 
President to adjust tariffs on a selective 
basis has been used temperately over the 
23 years during which the program has

been in operation. And, aside from the 
fact that the complexities of modern liv- 
ing make it impossible for the Congress 
to consider the tariff rate on each prod- 
uct, Congress and the people can safely 
entrust to the discretion and judgment 
of the President and his Executive De- 
partments to determine the extent to 
which tariff rates should be maintained, 
or reduced within the limits specified in 
Congressional legislation. 

No single element of policy, domestic 
or international, can solve all problems. 
Each specific policy and implementing 
program plays a part in national and 
international conduct and cooperation. In- 
creased international trade is not a cure- 
all for all economic and social ills. But 
it will make, as it has made, an impor- 
tant contribution to the economic welfare 
and betterment of all people including our 
own. A liberalized international trade 
policy and liberalized trade measures war- 
rant our support as thoughtful business- 
men, cognizant of our responsibilities to 
sponsor and encourage policies by our 
government which all together will help 
us achieve our international objectives in 
these difficult and troublesome times.
